Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  of  Denton  for  the  year  1910. 

The  birth  rate  is  the  highest  since  1902.  The  death  rate 
is  the  lowest  on  record  by  1*5. 

The  infant  mortality  has  only  on  one  occasion  been  as 
low,  viz.,  in  1907,  when  it  reached  the  low  figure  of  96  per 
1,000  births. 

To  this  result  the  increased  attention  given  to  the 
welfare  of  mother  and  infant  by  medical  practitioners,  the 
careful  instructions  imparted  to  midwives,  the  improved 
sanitary  condition  of  dwellings  and  their  surroundings,  have 
all  contributed. 

Under  the  heading  of  Infectious  Diseases,  I have  to  note 
the  gradual  falling  off  in  the  number  of  cases  notified. 
Especially  is  this  noticeable  in  the  case  of  Scarlet  Fever. 

No  improvement  in  the  death  rate  from  Phthisis  is 
recorded. 


The  time  has  arrived  when  Notification  should  be  made 
obligatory. 

Great  and  steady  advance  is  being  made  in  respect  of 
housing,  and  the  substitution  of  water  for  other  closets. 

The  next  few  years,  it  may  be  anticipated,  will  witness 
great  advance  under  the  Town  Planning,  &c.,  and  other  Acts 

On  reviewing  the  mortality  from  Puerperal  Fever  and 
other  Septic  conditions  occurring  in  the  Puerperium,  one

cannot  but  be  struck  by  the  marked  improvement  in  this 
direction.  This  I attribute  to  the  supervision  and  instructions 
imparted  to  midwives  by  the  supervising  authority  and  their 
inspectors.  I find  that  the  midwife  of  to-day  more  clearly 
recognises  the  importance  of  scrupulous  cleanliness  than 
heretofore. 

The  matter  of  Isolation  Hospital  accommodation,  Steam 
Disinfector,  Destructor  (Refuse),  and  Public  Mortuary,  have 
all  had  the  consideration  of  the  Council,  but  I am  sorry  little 
progress  has  been  made  towards  realization. 

These  matters,  together  with  the  adoption  of  the  Notifi- 
cation of  Births  Act  and  the  appointment  of  a Health  Visitor, 
should  engage  the  serious  attention  of  the  Council.

Location,  Physical  Features  and  General  Character  of 

the  District. 


The  Denton  Urban  District  lies  in  the  South-Eastern 
corner  of  Lancashire,  on  the  borders  of  Cheshire.  It  is 
bounded  on  the  North  by  the  Audenshaw  and  Gorton  Urban 
Districts,  on  the  East  by  the  Borough  of  Hyde,  on  the  South 
by  the  Bredbury  and  Romiley  Rural  District  and  the  County 
Borough  of  Stockport ; the  Reddish  District  of  the  latter 
borough  adjoins  it  on  the  West. 

The  area  of  the  Urban  District  is  2593  acres.  The 
following  table  gives  the  population  and  number  of  inhabited 
houses  at  the  Census  years  1891  and  1901,  and  the  estimated 
figures  for  1910  : —

There  are  4J  miles  of  County  Council  roads  in  the 
District,  and  about  5^  miles  of  other  highways  repairable  by 
the  District  Council,  as  well  as  over  3 miles  of  uncompleted 
streets  not  repaired  by  the  Council.  Houses  in  the  District 
are  mostly  built  along  four  main  highways,  viz.,  the  Hyde, 
Manchester,  Stockport,  and  Ashton  Roads,  which  intersect  at 
right  angles  near  the  middle  of  the  District.  Most  of  the 
land  in  the  rest  of  Denton  is  not  yet  built  upon. 


The  surface  formation  of  the  District  is  clay,  overlying 
the  coal  measures. 

Industries  in  the  District. 

The  principal  industries  are  Felt  and  Silk  Hat-making. 
There  are  20  Hat  Factories,  11  factories  concerned  mainly 
with  processes  incidental  to  Hat-making,  5 Machinists  and 
Ironfounders,  2 Brickworks  and  a Paper  Mill.  There  is  also 
a Colliery  and  2 Cotton  Spinning  Mills. 

’Inwards  the  middle  of  the  year  several  cases  of  Mercurial 
Poisoning  occurred  among  the  workpeople  employed  in 
certain  processes  of  Hat-making,  the  cause  has  been  enquired 
into,  and  remedial  measures  adopted,  such  as  better  ventila- 
tion of  the  workrooms. 

House  Accommodation  for  the  Working  Classes. 

A considerable  amount  of  building  has  been  carried  out 
in  the  District  in  recent  years. 

The  following  table  gives  the  number  of  dwelling-houses 
completed  and  certified  for  occupation  during  the  years  : —

Artisan  houses  are  mostly  four  rooms,  but  there  are  a 
number  with  five  and  six  rooms,  and  some  are  provided 
with  baths. 

The  house  accommodation  is  adequate,  and  for  the  most 
part  in  good  sanitary  condition,  with  sufficiency  of  air-space 
and  cleanliness  of  surroundings. 

Supervision  over  Erection  of  New  Buildings. 

Plans  are  deposited  and  approved  by  the  Council,  subject 
to  the  buildings  conforming  with  the  byelaws  of  the  Council. 
Buildings  are  regularly  inspected  during  the  course  of  erec- 
tion, and  finally  inspected  after  completion,  and  if  found 
in  accordance  with  the  byelaws  of  the  District,  they  are  then 
certified  as  fit  for  human  habitation. 


Action  under  Parts  I,  II,  and  III  respectively  of  the 
Working  Classes  Act. — No  proceedings  have  been  taken  under 
this  Act.  But  an  Officer  has  been  designated  by  the  Council 
to  thoroughly  inspect  all  dwelling-houses  as  circumstances 
need.  The  work  of  inspection  has  already  begun. 

Water  Supply. 

The  district  is  supplied  from  the  water-mains  of  the 
Manchester  Corporation.  The  supply  is  abundant  in  amount 
and  of  good  quality. 

Milk  Supply, 

There  are  in  the  district  47  Purveyors  of  Milk.  No  case 
of  unwholesome  milk  has  been  detected. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops. 

These  are  in  a fairly  satisfactory  condition,  frequent 
inspections  are  made.  Few  structural  alterations  have  been 
carried  out  during  the  year.  Two  new  cowsheds,  constructed 
on  approved  lines,  in  accordance  with  plans  submitted,  have 
been  erected. 

In  case  of  one  other  farm,  a supply  of  water  from  the 
Manchester  Corporation  mains  has  been  laid  on.  All  farms 
in  the  district  now  receive  their  water  supply  from  the 
Manchester  Corporation  mains. 

No  samples  of  milk  have  been  taken,  and  no  tuberculous 
milk  detected. 

The  Urban  District  Council  have  in  force  regulations 
Avitli  respect  to  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  in  the 
district. 

The  Council  have  made  no  arrangements  for  the  examina- 
tion of  dairy  coavs  by  a veterinary  surgeon. 

Food  Inspection. 

The  food  supply  generally  is  of  a Avholesome  character. 

There  are  11  slaughter-houses  in  the  district  ; frequent 
visits  are  paid.  In  all,  the  conditions  found  Avere  satisfactory. 
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diseased  or  tuberculous  meat  was  detected.  In  1 elation 
to  the  latter,  I might  say  the  Sanitary  Inspector  holds  a 
special  certificate  in  meat  inspection. 

Action  under  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act— No  action 
found  necessary. 

Action  under  Section  117  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875 
— In  this  also  no  action  has  been  found  necessary, 

Sewerage  and  Drainage. 

The  district  is  well  drained.  A new  sewer  has  been 
provided  in  Dane  Shot  Street,  and  all  adjoining  properties 
are  connected  into  this  sewer.  The  whole  of  this  property 
was  formerly  drained  into  the  Denton  Brook.  The  condition 
of  the  sewers  and  house  drains  are  generally  satisfactory. 

Method  of  Disposal  of  Sewage. 

The  Sewage  of  the  district  is  carried  to  the  Outfall 
Works,  where  the  process  of  treatment  is  by  Chemical 
Precipitation,  followed  by  Contact  Beds  and  Land  Filtration. 
The  sludge  is  air-dried  in  Lagoons,  and  used  by  farmers  as 
manure. 

An  extensive  scheme,  comprising  the  re-modelling  of 
the  Precipitation  Tanks,  conversion  of  the  Contact  Beds  into 
Percolating  Filters,  with  a large  increase  of  Percolating  Filter 
area,  and  arrangements  for  mechanical  pressing  of  sludge,  is 
in  course  of  preparation,  and  it  is  anticipated  the  actual  work 
of  alteration  will  shortly  be  put  in  hand. 

The  existing  works  necessitate  these  alterations  and 
extensions,  as  they  are  inadequate  for  the  present  volume  and 
strength  of  the  sewage  of  the  town. 

Localities  where  improvements  are  required — The  drain- 
age of  Howard  Lane  is  at  present  unsatisfactory,  but  this 
matter  is  under  consideration. 

Pollution  of  Rivers  and  Streams  in  the  district — Denton 
Brook  is  polluted  by  a manufactory  in  the  district,  but 


negotiations  are  now  iii  progress  with  a view  to  remedying 
such  nuisance.  A few  dwelling-houses  also  drain  into  the 
same  brook,  but  this  matter  will  be  dealt  with  by  the  Council 
during  the  ensuing  year. 

During  the  year  the  Alpha  Mills  Company’s  premises, 
which  formerly  entered  Denton  Brook,  has  been  connected 
into  the  West  Street  sewer. 

Excrement  Disposal 

Removed  by  carts,  and  deposited  on  low-lying  ground  at  the 
following  tips,  viz.:  Moorside,  Denton  Wood,  and  Vaudry. 
The  tips  are  well  tended,  and  the  deposits  well  soiled  over. 

The  main  defect  in  this  system  of  disposal,  if  at  any 
future  time  the  sites  of  these  tips  should  be  required  for 
building  purposes,  there  may  be  grave  danger  to  the  inhabit- 
ants of  such  dwelling-houses. 

House  Refuse. 

This  is  removed  by  the  public  scavenger,  weekly,  and 
carted  to  the  night-soil  tips  enumerated  before,  and  treated 
in  like  manner  to  the  excrement  disposal. 

Nuisances. 


Of  late  years  the  Health  Department  have  carried 
through  a considerable  amount  of  Sanitary  Improvements  in 
the  district,  especially  in  displacing  of  privy  closets  and  ash- 
pits, and  replacing  by  water  closets  and  ashbins.

From  the  above  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  steady  pro- 
gress is  being  made  to  finally  extinguish  the  privy  closet  and 
ashpit.

Four  houses  unfit  for  habitation  have  been  demolished. 

207  Notices  to  Abate  Nuisances  have  been  sent  out. 
There  are  several  outstanding  notices  not  yet  complied  with. 

During  the  present  year  proceedings  were  taken  for 
penalties  for  failing  to  comply  with  a Justice’s  order  obtained 
in  1909,  in  case  of  insanitary  houses.  Fines  of  Is.  and  costs 
in  each  of  22  cases  were  granted. 

The  nuisance  is  still  unabated.  The  property  has  now 
changed  hands,  and  the  present  owner  has  let  the  contract 
for  the  necessary  work  to  be  done. 

Offensive  Trades. 

Under  this  heading  there  are  two  tripe  boilers.  Their 
places  of  business  are  clean  and  well  kept. 

Schools. 

There  are  in  the  district  2 Provided  Schools  and  5 Non- 
Provided  Schools.  They  are  all  in  a fairly  sanitary  condition, 
with  the  exception  of  the  Hyde  Road  Council  School.  In 
this  school  the  class-rooms,  particularly  in  the  Infant  Depart- 
ment, are  small  and  badly  lighted,  the  sanitary  conveniences 
being  Latrines  and  Privy  Closets.  But  a new  Council  School 
will  shortly  be  built  to  replace  this  school. 

All  the  schools  receive  their  water  supply  from  the  Man- 
chester Corporation  mains. 

The  district  has  been  fairly  free  from  Infectious  Diseases 
during  the  year,  although  Whooping  Cough  was  prevalent 
during  the  middle  months  of  the  year.  For  this  I acted  on 
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tlie  advice  contained  in  the  Memorandum  on  “ Closure  and 
Exclusion  from  School. ” I advised  the  exclusion  ol  all 
children  suffering  from  the  disease,  also  all  from  the  same 
house  who  were  attending  in  the  Infant  Department,  and  all 
those  in  the  upper  standards  who  had  not  already  had  the 
disease.  I believe  with  satisfactory  results. 

Arrangements  for  Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children 
— This  matter  is  in  the  hands  of  the  School  Medical  Officer 
for  the  County. 

Methods  of  Dealing  with  Infectious  Diseases — The 
majority  have  been  dealt  with,  by  isolation,  at  their  own 
homes. 

Notification  is  compulsory  in  the  following  Zymotics, 
viz.:  Smallpox,  Diphtheria,  Membranous  Croup,  Erysipelas. 
Scarlet  Fever,  Enteric  or  Typhoid  Fever,  Continued  Fever, 
Typhus  Fever,  and  Puerperal  Fever. 

Hospital  Accommodation — The  Council  pay  a retaining 
fee  to  the  Hyde  Corporation  for  the  use  of  six  beds,  in  the 
Hyde  Borough  Infectious  Hospital  ; two  beds  for  Smallpox, 
and  four  for  other  infectious  diseases.  This  shows  an 
increase  of  two  beds  for  infectious  diseases  other  than  Small- 
pox during  the  year. 

During  the  year  2 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  2 cases  of 
Diphtheria,  and  2 cases  of  Enteric  Fever,  were  treated  in 
Hospital. 

Disinfection. 

The  interior  of  the  infected  houses  is  fumigated  with 
Sulphur  or  Formalin.  As  a rule,  the  infected  room  only  is 
fumigated  ; but  where  any  doubt  exists  that  the  patient  has 
not  been  thoroughly  isolated  to  one  room  during  the  course 
of  the  disease,  the  whole  house  is  then  dealt  with. 

This  method  of  disinfection  is  very  incomplete.  Articles 
of  clothing,  bedding,  &c.,  cannot  possibly  be  thoroughly  dis- 
infected without  the  aid  of  a Steam  Sterilizer.  The  Council 
have  not  yet  provided  one. 
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Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901. 

During  the  year  (I  notices,  relating  to  acts  neglects  or 
defaults,  were  received  from  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories. 

(1)  In  sufficient  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire. 

(2)  Insufficient  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire. 

(3)  Sanitary  conveniences  for  women,  without  external 

ventilation. 

(4)  Sanitary  conveniences  used  by  women  unsuitable  in 

that  they  lead  out  of  a room  where  men  are 
employed  ; and  also  are  not  provided  with  means 
of  external  ventilation. 

(5)  Sanitary  conveniences  used  by  women  are  unsuit- 

able in  that  they  are  middens,  and  are  not  kept 
free  from  effluvia. 

(G)  Men’s  water-closet  unsafe. 

In  all,  except  case  5,  the  necessary  alterations  have  been 
complied  with,  and  notices  of  completion  forwarded  to  H.M. 
Inspector  of  Factories. 

In  case  5 the  employers  have  promised  to  make  the 
necessary  alterations  during  the  first  time  the  factory  is 
stopped  for  a holiday. 

The  Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment)  Act,  1890,  was 
adopted  in  the  district  1st  July,  1894.  A systematic  inspec- 
tion of  factories,  workshops  and  workplaces  is  carried  out. 

Sixty-one  inspections  of  factories  and  33  inspections  of 
workshops  were  made. 

In  case  of  factories,  9 written  notices  were  served. 

In  case  of  workshops,  1 written  notice  was  served. 

There  were  no  prosecutions.

In  reference  to  the  two  cases  of  unsuitable  sanitary 
conveniences  which  remain  unremedied.  In  each  case  the 
employers  have  given  a guarantee  to  have  the  work  executed 
at  an  early  date. 


Home  Work. 

Forty-three  lists  have  been  received  from  manufacturers 
(sending  twice  in  the  year).  The  odd  number  of  lists  is  due 
to  one  employer  having  no  outworkers  during  six  months  of 
the  year,  and  in  consequence  sent  no  list  for  that  period,  but 
sent  a list  for  the  second  half  of  the  year. 

The  total  lists  represent  2d  contractors  for  out- work,  and 
942  out-door  workers. 

Eleven  lists  were  received  from  other  Councils,  and  5 
lists  forwarded  to  other  Councils. 

Sixty-eight  inspections  of  out-workers’  premises  have 
been  made  during  the  year. 

There  are  33  registered  workshops  in  the  district,  and 
the  sanitary  conditions  are  fairly  satisfactory. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Birth-Rate. 

The  number  of  births  registered  was  439  (seventeen 
illegitimate  children). 

The  females  born  (225)  exceed  the  males  (214)  by  eleven. 
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The  birth-rate  was  26*9  per  1000  per  annum  of  the 
estimated  population.

These  Deaths  account  for  2205  per  cent  of  the  total 
Deaths  at  all  ages,  and  equal  to  a rate  of  2’63  per  1,000  of  the 
population. 

As  to  the  causes  of  Death  under  12  months.  Wasting 
Diseases  take  the  premier  place,  then  comes  Prematurity, 

Whooping  Cough,  Enteritis,  and  Pneumonia,  as  the  chief 
causes. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907,  has  not  yet  been 
adopted  in  the  district,  but  I am  of  the  opinion,  if  adopted, 
and  a Health  "\  isitor  appointed,  the  Infant  Death  rate  would 
be  reduced.

Whooping  Cough. 


1 he  disease  was  prevalent  throughout  the  months  of 
Jmi,1>  Jnbb  August.  With  regard  to  School  Children,  I 
advised  the  exclusion  of  all  children  suffering  from  the 
disease,  also  all  children  coming  from  the  infected  houses 


and  attending  the  Infant  Department,  and  all  children  who 
had  not  previously  had  the  disease,  even  if  attending  in  the 
upper  standards.  But  those  children  attending  in  the  upper 
standards  who  had  previously  the  disease  were  allowed  to 
return  to  school.  I believe  the  result  of  this  course  was 
tavourable.  The  disease  accounted  for  five  deaths. 


Puerperal  Fever.

1 he  case  was  in  the  hands  of  a midwife.  Medical  help 
Vu,s  called  in,  but  the  case  had  a fatal  termination.  The 
necessary  precautions  were  taken  to  prevent  the  midwife 
becoming  a focus  of  infection. 

Tliere  are  eight  midwives  in  the  district  on  the  County 
register,  three  baveLtemporarily  ceased'to  practice.  They 
perform  their  work  in  an  efficient  manner,  great  thanks  in 
t Ilf.  respect  are  due  to  the  instructions  imparted  by  the 
Lady  Inspectors  of  Midwives. 
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Pulmonary  Phthisis. 

Voluntary  notification  of  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
is  invited.  The  fee  for  each  notification  has  been  fixed  at  2s.  6d., 
but  so  far  has  not  met  with  success.  I am  strongly  of  the 
opinion  that  the  notification  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
should  be  compulsory.  Until  this  measure  is  adopted,  it  is 
difficult  to  take  satisfactory  measures  to  check  the  spread  of 
the  disease. 

The  district  has  no  Hospital  or  Sanatoria  accommodation 
for  cases  of  the  disease.  Gratuitous  bacteriological  examina- 
tion of  sputum  is  provided  for. 

Notices  are  hung  up  in  all  Workshops  and  Public 
Buildings  in  the  district,  briefly  stating  the  source  of 
infection,  the  precautions  to  be  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
the  disease,  the  danger  of  indiscriminate  expectoration  in 
public  places,  and  the  best  means  for  the  disposal  of  sputum. 

These  notices  have  their  good  effect,  but  infinite  benefit 
would  be  gained  if  each  patient  could  have  a short  stay  in  a 
Sanatorium.  The  patient,  while  in  the  Sanatorium,  receives 
a training  which  it  is  scarcely  possible  to  receive  at  home. 
On  his  return  home,  as  a rule,  the  general  hygiene  of  his 
home  is  almost  certain  to  reflect  the  good  influence  of  his 
stay  in  the  Sanatorium. 

Where  death  has  taken  place  from  Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis, the  houses  have  been  disinfected  in  some  cases,  but 
not  in  all.  The  relations  have  offered  objections  in  some 


cases.

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Orders. 

The  number  of  cowkeepers  and  purveyors  of  milk  in 
the  district  is  47. 

Frequent  inspections  have  been  made  of  the  premises, 
which  were  found  to  be  fairly  satisfactory. 

Improvements  have  been  made  at  two  of  the  farms  by 
the  erection  of  two  new  cowsheds,  and  town’s  water  has  been 
laid  on  at  Thornley  Lane  Farm. 


Slaughterhouses. 

There  are  11  slaughterhouses  within  the  district.  Visits 
have  frequently  been  made  to  these  premises,  and  the  con- 
ditions met  with  were  satisfactory. 
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Offensive  Trades. 

There  are  only  two  tripe-dressing  trades  within  the 
distinct.  The  premises  were  clean  and  well  kept. 

During  the  year  two  joint  owners  of  property  were 
proceeded  against  for  non-compliance  with  the  Justices’ 
Order  for  an  abatement  of  a nuisance,  and  fines  of  Is.  and 
costs  were  imposed  in  22  cases.  The  nuisance  is  still  un- 
abated, but  the  property  having  been  sold  the  new  owners 
have  let  the  contract  for  the  necessary  work  to  be  done. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1901. 

During  the  year  six  Notices  relating  to  acts,  neglects,  or 
defaults  at  factories  and  workshops  were  received  from 
H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories. 

In  five  cases  the  Notices  and  the  necessary  works 
authorised  by  the  Council  have  been  complied  with. 

In  o le  case,  where  the  complaint  is  arising  from  effluvia 
from  the  privy  middens,  the  owners  have  intimated  their 
intention  to  alter  the  privy  closets  to  water-closets  during  the 
first  time  the  mill  is  stopped  for  holidays.
